ness. 
T h e little brown skinned, dark eyed 
children still gambol in happy naked­ 
n e s s beneath the old bridge; and th ere 
one still hears the music of the na­ 


t i v e instrum ents. 
T he women from 
the far-off, unspoiled d istricts of the

copper 
colored, 
straig h t 
haired women, shy and beautiful— sing 
th e ir curious songs as they unpack 
th e ir bundles of fruit, wliile their m en­ 
folk sun them selves and discuss cock­ 
fights. 
Yes, by the old bridge in old 
Tam pico one can alw ays find gorgeous 
pic tu re s—ever changing and e n tra n c ­ 
ing. filled with flashing colors and in­ 
finitely brilliant. 
But, of course. Tam pico is impor­ 
tant in spite of these things. 
It is 
called the oil m etropolis of Mexico. 
Certainly it is the safest port on the 
M exican gulf. 
The place com m ands 
m ost of the com m erce of the City of 
M exico, and all of that of a vast num­ 
ber of mining canape and centers of 
the interior. 
American industry and capital have 
com bined; together they have convert­ 
ed a rem ote, shallow and m ost treach­ 
erous roadstead into an im portant har­ 
bor.

pico, from being a little village seven 
m iles up a su rl guarded river, becam e 
a w idely known port.
